With respect to the rejection of claims 1.2.5, and 6, the applicants argue that moving the positions of the sample and x-ray image 
detecting means in a Wolter mirror system such as disclosed by Nagai et al. in order to allow for magnification adjustment would change 
the angle of incidence and reflection from the ideal angle, which would result in a blurred image being obtained. While the examiner 
agrees that changing the magnification using only the focusing magnification adjustment means (8) would result In a blurred image, the 
examiner never suggested using the focusing magnification adjusting means (8) to change the magnification. As clearly stated in the 
rejection, the focusing magnification adjustment means (8) is only used to bring an image into focus by moving the x-ray image detecting 
means along the optical axis direction as suggested by Thieme et al. (column 3, lines 57-62). In other words, the focusing magnification 
adjustment means (8) is used as a focusing adjustment means, not a magnification adjustment means. 

Consequently, the rejection is being maintained. 
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
